The army's go.-.l, he said, 
"has become preparation for serv- 
ice, whether it be blazing an air 
route round the world, or teaching 
the youth of the land F /metbJng of 
their civic duties and obligations." 


Referring to defense

thought that "the general partici- 
pation of our people on that day 
will be a conclusive evidence that 
they. are.not goipsf to ,aUy\v. the.

Jfow a concrete hotel building In 


Michigan crumbled to pieces within 
a space of thirty houis, becoming 
little neither than a heap of debris, 
Is told In the Engineer Ing News 
Record by a Chicago engineer, T. 
L. Condi on, who calls this the most 
complete collapse of a multi-story 
concrete building on rpcoid. .Such 
cases aio of course rare, but the 
fact that they can occur has called 
attention to this weakness in con- 
crete construction and reminded 
the builders of this sort of edifice 
that they staill fail to undeistand 
tho conditions under which this 
material can bo used with any con- 
fidence.
